Oil the night of the 18th of April, 
18(11, when it was thought the Rebels 
would enter Washington he was culm 
and brave.

Said Wendell .Phillip-, that prince 
of fault finders: “He m t control events?

Mr. Lincoln had the faculty of un¬ 
bending himself, ot being in nil easy, 
nnd genial mood.

His proclama¬ 
tion of uniiiiiuipntion, the employment 
of colored trdop*, nml the Amnesty were 
the three gCertt acts of his life. lie 
lived to see the rebellion entirely cru>h- 
ill and tho flag of his country triumph- 
nnt. lie ^?ive freedom to lour millions 
of human beings, and taught foreign 
nations that intervention would not he 
tolerated.

Ham Toast.—Chop some lean ham 
fine, put it into a pan, with a little but¬ 
ter and pepper, and two egg* beaten ; 
when well warmed, spread on hot but¬ 
tered toast and serve. 

Remedy for Scratches.— Fernando 
Peck writes the Rural New Yorker that 
he washes the affected parts clean with a 
weak lye, and then uses water in which 
he has soaked chewing tobacco in flu* 
proportion of one-eighth of a pound of 
tobacco to one quart of water. It effects 
a speedy cure, and he never knew it to 

Does Wirr Fence Turn Cattle. —A 
wire fence, well made, will turn cattle 
and horses. I have used a great deal of 
it, and have never known an animal to 
hurt itself against one, or go against it a 
second time. I use No. 9 wire, and strain 
it through stout posts set eight or ten 
feet apart. Close the holes in the posts 
tightly with pine plugs, previously 
soaked in oil. 

Manure on Corn Land.— Abraham 
Brand, of Delaware Station, N. J,, asked 
whether it is better to leave manure in 
heaps on corn land until just before 
breaking the sod, or should it be spread 
as soon as the frost is out of the ground, 
before it becomes much dried out. Mr. 
Curtis said, in the fall manure should be 
spread on the top of the land, but in the 
spring it is better to plow it upon the 
soil. If it be a stiff clay, plow the ma¬ 
nure under. 

Atplh trees may be grafted in spring, 
any time after severe cold weather isnast, 
until the leaves are fully formed. There 
are many different methods of grafting 
in vogue among nurserymon and orchard- 
ist«, out for large trees in the orchard, 
what is called cleft grafting is the one 
usually practiced. In performing the 
operation, the main stem, if not more 
than an inch or two in diameter, or a 
branch, or any number of them on a 
large tree is sawed off, and tho portion 
remaining is split downward two inches 
or more, with u large knife or chisel, be¬ 
ing careful not to bruise or break the 
bark. 

The agricultural journals begin to 
talk of a new industry, the manufacture 
of sugar from sweet potatoes. The av¬ 
erage yield of a bushel of potatoes—the 
yam variety being preferred—is said to 
be over two gallons, uud as the average 
yield per acre on poor, sandy soil is from 
a hundred and fifty to a hundred and 
eighty bushels, it follows that tho pro¬ 
duct will bo from three hundred to 
three hundred and fifty gallon* of syrup. 
This syrup, moreover, is said to surpass 
that of the beet, and even that of sor¬ 
ghum in delicacy of flavor and in nearly 
all th** other qualities which should com¬ 
mand it for use at tho tuble. The residu¬ 
um, after tho iuico is extracted, is pro¬ 
nounced a valuablo article of food for 
either man or beast. 

Gunpowder tor Borers.— Stillman 
Stockwell, of Lyons, Iowa, writes to the 
Farmers’ Club that wo nearly destroy 
the tree before we can find the borers. 
In case I cannot find him without much 
trouble, I make a hole w ith a small bit 
as far ahead as I cun aud hit tho hole of 
tho borer,then put in sny a thimbleful of 
powder, plug tho hole the borer has made 
with moist dirt aud a rag, then fire the 
powder with hot wire, and by the time 
the smoke clears up the l>orer is dead. 
It makes no difference whether he goes 
up or down, the fire will find and cook 
him perfectly. Sometimes it is neces¬ 
sary to make n small cartridge out of a 
piecoof paper, ora goose-quill. I have 

E racticed this course for some years and 
ave seen no bad results. 

Remedy for Quack Grass.— Mr. D. 
N. Brown, of Gowando, N. Y., tells the 
Farmers’ Club his method of treating 
quack grass is ah follows : To properly 
enrich the soil and the quack will die oiit 
of itself, or nearly so. Cover your field, 
or such portions as ore covered with 
quack, with green manure, and plow un¬ 
der ; also give the field a top-dressing 
with manure, and drug and plant your 
corn ; cultivate and hoe well, and you 
will get a good crop of com, and nearly 
or quite destroy the qunck grass. Plow 
again in the fall ; top-dress the field 
again with green manure iu the spring ; 
plant and hofc as before, and you will 
have obtained two good crops of corn, 
and my word for it, you will not lx* 
troubled with the qunck grass ou that 
field until, from over-tasking, the field 1 
again Imcomes impoverished. 

Hashed Mutton.— The remains of j 
oold roast shoulder of mutton, six whole ' 
peppers, six w hole allspice, a faggot of | 
savory herbs, half a head of celery, one j 
onion, two ounces of butter, flour Cut 
the meat in nice even slices from the 
bones, trimming off all superfluous fut 
and gristle ; chop the bones and fruu 
ments of the joint, put them into a stew- 
pan with the pepper, spice, herbs aud 
celery; cover with water, and simmer 
for one hour. Slice and fry the onion 
of a nice pole brown color, dredgo in a 
little flour to make it thick, and add this 
to the bones, etc. Stew for quarter of 
an hour, strain the graw and let it cool. 
Skim off any particle of fat, and put it, 
with the meat, into a stewpau. Flavor 
with catsup, tomato sauce, or auv flavor¬ 
ing that muy be preferred, and let the 
meat gradually warm* through, but not 
boil, or it will harden. To hush meat 
properly, it should he laid in cold graw 
and only left on the fin* just long enough 
to warm through. 

The stroke or apoplexy which 
caused the death of ex-Kenutor Howard, 
of Michigan, attacked him while In* was 
assisting some workmen iu cutting down 
a large tree which stood near his house, 
aud almost u|>on the line between his lot 
and the one udjoining. It was neoessury 
to make the tree fall iu a certain direc¬ 
tion, so thut it might hot fall upon his 
neighbor's house or his own. For this 
purpose a loug rope hail U en attached 
near the top of the tree, aud when the 
tree had been neurlv chopjHnl off at its 
base, Mr. Howard uud the workmen were 
tuggiug at the rope to make the true fall 
as they desired. Mr. Howard said ; 
“ Now then, a long pull, and a strong 
pull, and u pull all together,” and 
exerting his nhysiool strength to the ut¬ 
most, when lie fell down unconscious 
The exertiou of tuggiug at the rope had 
burst a blood vessel iu the brain, which 
had KUperinduced as apoplectic attack 
During the afternoon he partially re¬ 
covered consciousness, when is was dis¬ 
covered that his right side was parulvy.ed. 
In this condition he lingered until his 
death. 

Two Children Burned to Death. — 
Two children, boys, of \V. It. Bennett, 
living on the Grund Rapids road in the 
town of Eggleston. Michigan, were 
burned to death. Their parents had 
left them alone, one being 11 years of 
age and the other 7, and just before 
noon they attempted to start a fire, using 
kerosene for kindling. The result was 
an explysion, setting their clothes and 
the house on fire. The childreu rau out 
doors to alarm the neighbors, and at¬ 
tempted to extinguish the tire on their 
clothes. They went but a short distance 
before they were overcome by the flames, 
and when found were helpless. They 
survived hut a few hours. The house 
aud its oc items were burned.

It is reported that a sharp engaga- 
ment took place near Asnieres, and that 
the Government troops carried the Cha¬ 
teau Beckon, commanding the village. 

A rumor is afloat that the reprcaonta- 
tivoa of the United States, England, and 
Italy are jointly urging the Commune to 
agree to a tniee. 

The prospect of another siege pro¬ 
duced a commotion in Paris. The prices 
of provisions are rising rapidly. The 
Versailles troops are spreading round 
the city. They lmve been discovered in 
strength at Gennevillicra, extending to 
St. Denis. People in great numbers are 
flying from Paris The city is now con¬ 
suming only about five-eighths the usual 
quantity of flour. 

Louis Blnne denies that he has pro- 
! posed to confer two yoArs’ powers on 
M. Thiers. The project, however, lias 
! been entertained in other quartern, but 
Thiers declinea the proposition. 

M. Tillers issued a circular on the eve¬ 
ning of the 16th, im follows: “The 
Paris insurgents are emptying their 
houses and selling their furniture. The 
Government continues to temporize for 
I the purpose of collecting an irtesistible 
force, and also to allow the Parisians 
time to reflect. The insurgents say wc 
| shoot prisoners, nml intend to overthrow 
I the Republic, and the suppression of 
j the subsidies of the National Guards. 
These statements are false.” 

A special dispatch to the London 
Times from Versailles says the Pmssian 
I trenches on the terrace' at Mendon are 
now occupied by the Government troops, 
and that 16 guns pointing toward Forts 
d’Issv and Vanvres have been placed in 
position there. 

Gen. Von Pape stilted tliat the report 
was unfounded that Prince Bismarck had 
threatened to interfere by the 23d inat. 
MncMabon’s troops had not advanced 
beyond Colombes, excepting to the re¬ 
doubt, which was occupied by 200 men. 
Gen. Von Pape admitted that Mac- 
Mahon’s right was to enter the city be¬ 
tween the Prussian outposts nnd the 
enceinte, and said that this arrangement 
was made with the Government before 
the Revolution ; the pemnsuln contain¬ 
ing Gennevillicra and Fort du Mont 
Valorien was accordingly evacuated by 
the Germans on the 15tu of March. He 
would not hinder but assist MacMahon. 
He thinks, however, that the weakness 
of tho Versailles army prevents anything 
decisive being done. He offers to cut 
off the railway traffic with Paris and 
prevent provisions from entering, but 
M. Thiers refused on the ground that 
Paris contains many orderly people. 

Tho insurgents recently made large 
requisitions in the St. Denis Faubourg, 

| arresting priests nnd plundering the 
churches. Gen. Von Pape sent troops 
to protect the people and recover tnc 
I property. He also sont a message to the 
Commune thnt if such disorders happen¬ 
ed again, the forts in possession of the 
Germans would open fire. “My in¬ 
structions,” he said, “are to be very 
strict with tho insurgents, and to give 
the Government all facilities.” 

Dissatisfaction ou account of the fail¬ 
ure to a 1 tack Paris now exists among the 
French troops which are ready to pro¬ 
tect the Assembly. More titan one-naif 
of those arrived from Germany have 
been sent home as untrustworthy. 
Ninety millions of dollars, the install¬ 
ment of the war indemnity, which was 
due on the 1st of April, are known to 
be ready at Versailles, but payment has 
been delayed because the Germans will 
then retire toward Rliims. Crowds are 
still flying from Paris.
